2. Claims 2-14, 16-29, and 31-42 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of record to Li and Zlotnick teaches a sorting system 

comprising barcode acquisition system for analyzing location and orientation of the 
barcode on parcels. However, Li and Zlotnick taken alone or in combination of other 
references, fail to specifically teach or fairly suggest that a method and system for 
scanning each an every tile on in a first scan direction to detect the stripes in the tile that 
are crossed by the first line and scanning in a second direction through the tile in 
diagonal to the first direction to detect the stripes in the tile that are crossed by the 
second line, and defining the bounds of the barcode comprising finding extreme lines of 
the barcode corresponding to first and last ones of the stripes of the barcodes wherein 
locating the ends of the stripes comprising scanning of the intermediate the first and last 
stripes in direction parallel to the extreme lines as set forth in the claims.
